Many Men Esjcape Being Burned and Only Onef Is Reported Missing—Origin of the 


Fire Is a Mystery—Building Will Be Rebuilt by Company at Once- 


Old Narrow Gauge Dock Will be Pressed Into Service.

WHERE FIRE STARTED. 


The fire started on the north side of 


the building and twc hours later it 
had burnrfl to the water. 


A portion of the floor, held up evi- 


) dently by the network of tracks still 
! remains and upon these tracks are the 


! warped and twisted iron work of the 


1 passenger coaches which were destroy- 
ed. 


THE LOSS IS $300,000. 


Of the forty-seven 
coaches 
that 


were destroyed sixteen were broad- 
gauge and thirty-one narrow gauge. 


It is estimated that the loss, includ- 


ing coaches and building will amount 
to $300,000. This is the estimate made 
by Division Superintendent "VVorthing- 
ton oC the Coast division, of which the 
narrow gauge system is a part. 


The building was erected by the late 


James G.-Fair In 1SS3 and cost origin- 
ally $50,000. Three years later it pass- 
ed into the hands of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, with the entire road, 
and since then many 
improvements 


have been made. .Within the last six 
months the company; has built another 
slip and added improvements to 
the 


extent of $75,000. 
• 


FIRE IS A MYSTERY. 


The origin of the blaze is a mystery. 


Superintendent Worthington says he 
has not the slightest idea how it start- 
ed, but said the matter would be thor- 
oughly investigated. When asked for 
an opinion as to the origin he said he 


I had no opinion to offer. 
He admitted 


I that a coal oil lamp was left burning 
on the north side of the building, near 
where the flames were flrst seen. 


It is the theory of the employes of 


the road that this lamp exploded, 
thereby causing the 
disastrous con- 


flagration. 


Other theories, however, are that a 


lighted cigarette or cigar stump thrown 
by a passenger on the last train may 
have lain smouldering until the 
dry 


woodwork burst into flames. 


A theory that the blaze was of in- 


cendiary origin Is not considered seri- 


I ously by the railroad officials. 


THE FIRST ALARM. 


The distinction of having flrst seen 


the flames arid given the 
alarm 
is 


claimed by two men—Xigrhtwatchman 
Stromer and Andrew Anderson, a deck 
hand on the ferry steamer 
Oakland, 


which was taking on oil at the slip. 
Stromer's story follows: 


"I was walking along the south side 


of the building when I was attracted 
by a bright light on the north side. I 
ran over to where the light was shin- 
ing and almost immediately the whole 
side of the building burst into flames. 


"There were nine men asleep in the 


bunk house, which was on the north 
side and upper story. 
Realizing that 


their lives were in danger, I rushed to 
the bunk house in time to give- the 
alarm and allow them to escape with 
their lives. They-had barely time to 
escape and ran in (heir night clothing- 
There -vas no time to secure other ap- 
parel. 


. "The asphalt on the floor was so hot 


that several of the escaping men had 
their feet severely blistered. It was an 
exciting time and we could do nothing 
to save the building." 


A DECK BAND'S STORY. 


Hero is what Anderson has to say

IS years of age and employed as a night 
watchman on the Southern Pacific's pile 
driver stationed alongside of the destroy- 
ed pier, is missing.

The pile driver itself has disappeared. 


No trace ot" it can ,be found where it 
once was. ' Conjectur^ is rife as to the 
'ate of the young: carpenter. 
None of 


tho men who were employed with him 
•an shed any light on his disappearance. 


His father, Peter Delia Santa, and his 


rrief stieken mother, who reside on Park 
Yvenue, Alameda, are equally at a loss 
to know what became of their son. 


It was the duty of young Santa in the 


evening to see that the fire of the engine 
aboard the pile drivers were extinguished 
at night, and to remain over night on 
th'2 boat. 


It is not known -whether the unfortun- 


ate youth was incinerated while he slept 
or sank with the pile driver after the 
flames had enveloped it. 


When seen this morning at their home 


in Alnmeda the father and mother were 
distracted over the possible fate of their 
son. 
The father said: 


"Our boy would have surely been home 


this morning had not something befallen 


him. 
Ke certainly would not keep us in 


suspense if it wero possible to reach 113 
by any means. 
I am afraid that the 


flames cut off every avenue of escape and 
that he was compelled to jump into the 
water to save himself." 


Mr. Santa has instituted a vigorous in- 


quiry for his son. The railroad officials 
are unable to throw any light upon his 
disappearance. 


Therii is one possible chance that the 


young man was .saved from a fiery death 
or \vatt-ry grave. 
The lire-tug Governor 


Irwin was the first vessel on the scene. 
Jt is possible those aboard the tug, real- 
izing' the danger to the pile driver, towed 
it out of danger. This would have been 
a hazardous undertaking, however, as the 
fire buruud so fiercely at the point where 
tho pile driver was, that it would have 
boon a ditFicuIt job to attach a tow to the 
driver without great danger to the tug. 


Diligent: inquiry on the San Francisco

mt-dn three days ago to the narrow-gauge

Gompers has been completely exonerated 
of the charges said to have been made 
by Theodore A. Shaffer, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel 


and 
Tin Workers. The . report of tho 


special 
committee which has conducted 


the investigation reported to that effect 
today 
before 
the Convention of the 


American Federation of Labor. 


The committee reported that when Mr. 


Shaffer appeared before it, he declared 
that he had not at any time, in writing 
or verbal made any charges against Mr. 
(Jompers of infidelity to trades •unionism 
nor did he desire to before the Commit- 
tee. 


P. J. Sheridan, who 
introduced 
the 


resolution which resulted in the investi- 
gation was asked at the hearing if it 
was true that Mr. Shaffer had 
made 
any charges before the last coiivention- 
of iron, steel an tin workers against Mr. 
Gompers and he replied that he had. Mr. 
Shaffer denied it. 
Mr. Sheridan offered 
to 
read the minutes of the meeting at 
which the charges were said by him to 
have been made. Mr. Shaffer objected to 
this, because the minutes were those of a 
secret meeting and if read by Mr. Sheri- 
dan it would involve him in trouble with 
his own organization. 
The Convention decided that the charg- 
es of infidelity between Mr. Shaffer and 
Mr. Sheridan was something1 with which 
It had nothing to do and there being no 
charges against Mr. Gompers, there was 
nothing to do but to return a finding 
that, Mr. Gompers was completely ex- 
onerated. This was done and the report 
adopted by the Convention. 
The Convention then entered upon an 
extended debate in which at times con- 
siderable feeling was shown, on the res- 
olution introduced by Berger of Milwau- 
kee, 
committing the Convention to the 


doctrines 
of Socialism. The Committee 
on resolutions resolved that the princi- 
ples of the trades union movement con- 
tain all that is necessary at the pres- 
ent time for the advancement of the 
workmen in this country. Delegate Max 
Hayes offered a substitute for the report 
of the committee to the effect that the

BRUSSELS, Nov. 
20.—King . Leopold 


made a somewhat striking: reply today t 
a deputation from the Chamber, headed 
by the President, who presented His Ma- 
esty with an address of congratulation 
on his escape Saturday from the anarch- 
ist's bullet. After thanking the deputies, 
the King continued: 


"The times are very troubled. Agita- 


tors are constantly stirrine up their fol- 
lowers to disturb that order which is the 
guarantee of pub'lic .liberties. 
Without 


order only license remains, which leads 
inevitably to despotism. These agitators 
find in their path firstly the heads of 
States. If they fail to reach them they 
attack: their wives as in the case of the 
horrible drama at Geneva. 


"Their blows are also aimed at Minist- 


ers as in the case of Senor Canovas, and 
they also blow up the houses of private 
individuals, 


"They want to intimidate us but they 


will not succeed. 
Even if they struck 


down the head 
of the State, 
it would 


make no difference as he would soon be 
replaced. 
In addition to revolver slYbts 


they employ the pen, which can write 
what calumnies they please. 
I am near- 


ing the end of my life. I do not know 
how long I shall live—now long they will 
let me live—but I can assure you all the 
rest of my existence 
will be 
devoted 


within the limits of my 
constitutional 


powers to the good of my country and 
the protection of- its liberties."

will be assigned to get the information 
desired. 


Similar accommodations, in a day or 


so, will bo afforded residents oE wards 
five, six and seven. 


Every citizen should have his name on 


the roll, and aid the enumerators in their 
arduous labor.
